UDOT revealed their proposal to 
construct a 1,000-foot bridge, 
which would span the Provo River 
in two places, as their “preferred” 
alternative route for the expansion 
project of US-189 through Provo 
Canyon. Another alternative is a 
two tunnel highway that would 
eliminate two homes in the 
Wildwood Community along with 


.their commons area and parking 


lot. 

“The commons area, which we all 
share, is our living room, it is our 
place to play,” Lucille Taylor, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees for 
the Wildwood Resort Company 
said. Many in attendance at the 
hearing opposed the route claiming 
it will destroy the river, the habitat 


and the scenic beauty. 

“The canyon has been a play- 
ground for years for me, my family 
and my friends,” said Provo resi- 
dent Mark Bennion. ; 

“The location of this bridge will be 
situated in one of the most beauti- 
ful and sensitive areas of the Provo 
River,” Julie Mack, representing 
the Sundance Corporation said. 

“The river through the narrows is 
one of the few pristine locations left 
in the canyon,” Mack said. 

The safety of motorists was also a 
concern raised in the meeting. 

Sen. Eldon Money from Palmyra 
said, “I had a niece and her whole 
family was taken out by a semi- 
truck up that canyon.” 

“We’ve got to think about safety 
for human life,” Provo resident 
Tom Giles said.

WASHINGTON — The Bush 
administration declared Iraq’s 
fresh incursions into disputed 
territory “a matter of extreme 
concern” on Tuesday and said 
there would be no further warn- 
ings before possible military 
retaliation for threatening moves 
by Saddam Hussein. 

Presidential spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater denounced Baghdad’s 
actions after Iraqi work crews 
entered contested territory along 
the Kuwaiti border to remove 
equipment from a naval base. 

In addition, U.S. officials said 
Iraq was shifting anti-aircraft 
missile batteries around in both 
its southern and northern “no-fly 
zones” in an apparent effort to

Firefight in Somalia 
ends in Marine’s death

MOGADISHU, Somalia — A 
U.S. Marine died Tuesday in a fire- 
fight with Somali gunmen, the first 
American soldier killed during the 
American-led effort to help feed the 
starving in war-torn Somalia. 

The country’s warring factions 
remained deadlocked for a ninth 
straight day in negotiations in 
Ethiopia on a_ cease-fire. 
Negotiations were set to continue 
Wednesday. 

In Washington, a Pentagon offi- 
cial said the soldier’s death 
occurred when a Marine unit was 
on patrol and “took some fire. They 
returned fire and pulled their peo- 
ple back.” 


When the unit regrouped,one 
Marine was missing. The Marines 
returned to the scene of the clash 
and found the Marine’s body, said 
the official, speaking on condition 
of anonymity. 

The slain Marine was with the 
8rd Battalion, 11th Marine 
Regiment based at Twenty-nine 
Palms Marine Corps Air Ground 
Combat Center in California, said 
base spokesman Capt. John 
Manley 

The Marine’s name was withheld 
until relatives could be notified, 
Manley said. 

The death was the first of a sol- 
dier since U.S. forces arrived in 
Somalia on Dec. 9.

S.L. newspaper points finger at Corradini 


SALT LAKE CITY — Salt Lake Mayor Deedee Corradini has por- 
trayed herself as a passive investor who watched her stock in Bonneville 
Pacific plummet, but a letter disclosed by a Salt Lake newspaper indi- 
cates that may not be true. 

Corradini’s husband, Yan Ross, once proposed a sophisticated stock 
purchase arrangement that would have rescued Bonneville Pacific 
shareholders who had watched their stock values nosedive, the weekly 
tabloid Private Eye reported Tuesday. 

The letter is just one of several threads investigators are pursuing to 
learn the connections between the couple and Bonneville Pacific, an 
alternative energy company that filed for Chapter 11 protection 13 
months ago. 


A thread investigators have now picked up on is that Ross supervised 


the work of the attorney who drew up the paperwork for one allegedly 
fraudulent series of transactions, the newspaper said. Another is that 
Corradini allegedly did have connections to one of the sham companies 
— Lio Cam Ltd. — that her attorney earlier said she had never heard of. 

Attorney Harold Christensen, who represents Corradini and Ross, had 
no immediate comment Tuesday.

WASHINGTON — Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, President-eléét Clinton’s 
choice for Treasury Secretary, said Tuesday that tax increases and 
reductions in popular benefit programs must be considered as part of a

Mike Leavitt urged a “cease-fire” Tuesday 
in Utah’s battle over abortion and said he would not appeal a federal 
court ruling striking down a 1991 ban on virtually all elective abortions. 

In response, the American Civil Liberties Union called for a halt to leg- 
islative efforts to impose new abortion restrictions that would fall short 
of an outright ban, but still could bring legal challenges.

Utah County declares 
a state of emergency

Heavy snowfall, avalanches and 
high snow drifts have forced Utah 
County to declare a state of emer- 
gency. 

Utah County Commissioner 
Malcolm Beck issued the declara- 
tion Tuesday morning primarily to 
clear avalanches at the south fork 
of Provo Canyon. 

The Utah County Sheriff's 
Department mobilized an emer- 
gency operations unit to handle the 
situation. 

Lieufenant Ron Fernstedt of the 
Utah County Sheriffs department 
said, “We have sent snowmobile 
rescue teams to the Provo Canyon 
area where nine avalanches have 
been reported.” 

“There are approximately 50 
homes that have been isolated, and 


two residents have,requested evac> * 


uation. They werejtaken out: by 
snowmobile. If they don’t have fam- 
ilies to stay with, they will be 
taken to a Red Cross shelter,” 
Fernstedt'said. 

The five-man rescue effort, con- 
sisting,of both Utah County Sheriff 
officers and a search and rescue 
team, left just before noon Tuesday 
to assess the damage. 

“We want to make sure they are 
all right. Those that are isolated 
haven’t moved anywhere since 
Sunday,” Fernstedt said. 

Helicopter assistance was provid- 
ed by the Utah Department of 
Transportation (UDOT). After fly- 
ing over the area, the report indi- 
cates “the area is in extreme dan- 
ger ... there is still an extreme 
avalanche hazard.” 

Until late afternoon, the UDOT 
was still blasting avalanches to 
prevent later falls on nearby resi- 
dents. There have been no reports 
of any loss to power or phone lines. 

The Utah Valley Red Cross is cur- 
rently on a “stand-by alert,” said 
Karen Campbell, Disaster Services 
Director. “So far no victims have 
needed any assistance, but the sit- 
uation is very high-risk. The resi- 
dents have been warned to stay in 
their homes, and we are standing 
by in case they do need help.” 

Campbell said if 10 to 12 people 
were to need accommodations, “we

The 
institute’s program is well respect- 
ed and recognized by retail chief 

executive officers, according to 

information obtained by the insti- 
tute. 

The placement success rate of 
students in internships is 80 per- 
cent to 95 percent. Students are 
selected by companies after com- 
pleting required courses; then they 
are chosen on their own merits. 

Graduates who wish to continue 
in retail management have had a 
success rate of 90 percent to 95 per- 
cent after completing the program. 

The institute’s program includes 
classroom instruction and a 14- 
week internship. 

Heikki Rinne, director of Skaggs 
Institute, said the main purpose of 
the program is to place qualified 
students into internships. Students 
receive strong business and man- 
agement decision-making prepara- 
tion through workshops, class 

_ activities and panel discussions 
with top retail executives and 
internships. 

The 14-week internship gives stu- 
dents the opportunity to learn 
management principles through 
work experience. The institute 
gives the interns assignments to 
help them better understand retail- 
ing. Students are paid for intern- 
ships and receive 3.0 university 
credits. 

“The one, most important aspect 
of the internship is the people you 
get to know and the networking,” 
said Joyce S. Tate, program coordi- 
nator. 

The institute said the best time

for a student to explore careers in 
retail is during the freshman or 
sophomore year. Juniors or first- 
year graduate student may also 
apply to the program. 

“Anyone interested in retail 
internships needs to contact the 
institute no matter if they’re fresh- 
man or seniors,” Tate said. “The 
sooner they get involved, the better 
off they are.” Early involvement in 
the program allows students to 
know the requirements ahead of 
time. 

Upcoming activities in the insti- 
tute are the National Advisory 
Board and Retail Fortnight. 

The National Advisory Board 
includes panel discussions, small 
group discussions and a reception 
with 10 of the top retail executives 
in the country. Students can inter- 
act with the executives during the 
discussions. 

Retail Fortnight is a two-week 
period when companies come to 
campus to recruit students. 
Students receive guidance and 
information on retail, internships 
and jobs.

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Director plans to showcase 
Tahiti at museum activity

Students seeking refuge from the 
cold winter weather and looking for 
an unusual family home evening 
activity can find both at the 
Tahitian cultural activity planned 
for Monday night at the Monte L. 
Bean Life Science Museum. 

Stanley Welsh, museum director, 
is scheduled to make a presenta- 
tion explaining many of the tradi- 
tions and customs celebrated and 
practiced on the island of Tahiti. 

The activity is scheduled for 7 to 
8 p.m. Monday. It will be held in 
the Willmer W. Tanner 
Auditorium, located on the first 
floor of the museum. 

Welsh will present a color slide 
presentation and discuss traditions 
and customs of the Tahitians. He 
will also share his thoughts about 
Tahiti and his love for the Tahitian 
people with the audience. 

Welsh spent the Christmas holi- 
day in Tahiti; it was his second 
extended trip to the island. 

His fascination with Tahiti began 
in 1955, when his brother-in-law 
returned from a mission to the 
island. A 14-year-old Tahitian girl 
returned with his brother-in-law to 
attend school in Utah, and the

Welshes served as her host par- 
ents. 

Since that time, Tahitian family 
members have moved to the United 
States and have encouraged the 
Welshes to visit their native land. 

Although Welsh asked about the 
culture and lifestyle of Tahiti for 
thirty years, he did not visit the 


island until the summer of 1990. 

Welsh describes the Tahitians as 
greatly hospitable, and he said 
they are the “most generous, caring 
people you’ve ever seen in your 
life.” 

He and his wife returned to the 
island in December of 1992 to 
another hospitable welcome, of 
which he said, “We were their 
guests; they hosted us as if we were 
visiting royalty. Paradise could not 
be that good.” 

On each occasion Welsh, a 
botanist, collected plant specimens. 
The specimens are included in the 
museum herbarium collection. 

Few students are familiar with 
the museum and its facilities. 
Museum officials hope that this 
activity will provide an opportunity 
for the campus to become more 
familiar with the museum. 

The cost, of the Tahitian cultural 
activity is $1 per person. The fee 
will cover the cost of the exotic 
refreshments that will be served 
following the presentation. Friends 
of the Museum members will be 
admitted without charge. 

The museum is located on the 
north end of the BYU campus, 
directly north of the Carillon Bell 
Tower and west of Deseret Towers.

Food Services not only provides food to students 
directly on campus, but also to missionaries at the 
MTC, dorm residents at the Cannon Center and 
Morris Center, customers at BYU’s restaurant, the 
Skyroom, and for food operations at the, respective 
sporting events throughout the year. 

Behind the scenes, Brooks and many others like 
him are dedicated to pleasing and providing students 
with nutritionally sound food. This is done with the 
help of a dietician. 

BYU has spent 40 years collecting recipes for differ- 
ent occasions. 

“We rotate the menu every five weeks; most people 
don’t know that,” said Brooks. 

Food Services is also responsible for serving what 
the students like. 

“Potato chips aren’t the most nutritious, but they’re 
popular, and that’s our business, to provide what the 
students like,” he said. 

Food Services chooses the menu according to stu- 
dents’ food preferences. Brooks said there is a lot of 
guessing involved. 

Food Services, like any business, also has its chal- 
lenges. One of these challenges is estimating food 
quantity. 

“We've gotten to the point where we’re becoming sci-

However, as 1993 begins the sev- 
enth year of drought, federal and 
state officials have had to address 
the issue head on. 

On the day before the election, 
President Bush released $30 mil- 
lion of drought-relief funds for 11

money received. “Jobs have been 
lost, farm production curtailed and 
many natural resources have been 
adversely impacted by water short- 
ages. These funds will permit us to

The winter wonderland has 
become a nightmare for many local 
residents as they find themselves 
making trips to the emergency 
room for weather-related injuries. 

Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center has seen an increase in 
patients brought in by the storm, 
according to Anton Garity, 
UVRMC’s public relations director. 

“Most of the injuries are fractured 
hips, broken wrists, ankles, legs 
and strained backs,” Garity said. 

The hospital does not keep exact 
records of traffic accidents that 
have been caused by the snow, but 
according to Garity, they have seen 
plenty. 

“One lady was brought in after 
she had been pinned between two 
cars. While pushing a car that had 
been stuck, the car started to slide 
and pinned her up against another 
car.” 

UVRMC also has treated people 
who are careless with the way they 
enjoy their winter activities. “We’ve 
treated people who have jumped off 


roofs into snow banks. They’ve 
come in with broken legs and 
ankles,” Garity said. 

People driving need to be more 
cautious. “People don’t slow down 
when the roads are bad,” said 
Roger Pack, a physical therapist at 
UVRMC. 

Pack said most injuries he has 
seen have been back injuries.

Penguins star Mario Lemieux 
diagnosed with Hodgkin's

Mario Lemieux has been diag- 
nosed with Hodgkin's disease, the 
Pittsburgh Penquins announced 
Tuesday night. 

The team said that Lemieux was 
diagnosed with the less serious 
form of the chronic disease, and is 
not considered to be life-threaten- 
ing or career-threatening, accord- 
ing to team physician Dr. Charles 
Burke. 

The diagnosis was made after the 
removal of an enlarged lymph node 
in Lemieux’s neck, the Penguins 
said. The disease is limited to the 
abnormal node. 

Lemieux is expected to miss 4-6 
weeks. 

Lemieux had missed the 
Penguins’ last two games with a 
flareup of the chronic back problem

The situation makes it difficult on 
the players, most of whom must 
struggle to understand their role 
from game to game. Reid is aware 
of the problem, even going as far as 
to make a statement about one 
player. “Ryan Cuff needs to get 
more playing time and we plan on 
doing that this week (against 
Fresno State and Air Force).” 

Cuff said Tuesday he is happy to 
hear he may see more time, but 
said Reid “is the coach and he’s 
going to do what he feels is best for 
the team. Of course I want to play, 
that’s why I came here, but I also 
know I’m a freshman. When I’m in 
Ijust have to play the best I can.” 

Co-captain Nick Sanderson said 
that type of sentiment can be hard 
on a player. “It’s difficult because 
guys can start worrying that if they 
make a mistake they'll be pulled.” 

When forward Kevin Nixon 
returned from an injury in 
December, he was out of shape and 


that sidelined him for 103 games 
over the last 3 1/2 seasons. 

Lemieux wasn’t present Tuesday 
for the team’s annual visit to 
Children’s Hospital in Pittsburgh. 
The Penguins next game is at 
Boston on Thursday. 

Until last week, Lemieux was 
enjoying his most injury-free sea- 
son in four years and was threaten- 
ing Wayne Gretzky’s NHL scoring 
record of 216 points. 

Lemieux had 39 goals and 65 
assists for 104 points, 23 more than 
Buffalo Sabres’ Pat Lafontaine, in 
40 of the Penguins’ first 42 games. 
The Penguins had a 29-11-4 record, 
best in the NHL. 

Lemieux, 27, won his third NHL 
scoring title in five years with 131 
points last season despite missing 
16 games with back-related prob- 
lems. He was limited to 26 games 


overweight. He worried openly 
about finding playing time on a 
well-stocked Cougar team. He’s 
worked hard to get back in shape 
and battle for game action. 

“I won’t tell you how much I 
weigh,” Nixon said, “but I’ve lost 20 
pounds, 13 since (the Maui 
Invitational Dec. 21-23). ’m work- 
ing as hard as I can because guys 
are having a hard time getting 
minutes and the ones who play 
hardest in practice are the ones 
who will play.” ’ 

Center/forward Russell Larson, 
called BYU’s most talented player 
by Magic Johnson, played just 11 
minutes in Saturday’s 54-53 loss to 
Utah. He had been averaging over 
21 minutes per game as the 
Cougars’ sixth man. 

He recognizes that Reid takes the 
schedule one game at a time, but 
feels well-defined help players. 
“Coach decides who is playing well 
and what’s working in a specific 
game and sticks with the five who 
will most benefit the team,” Larson 
said. 

“But if (playing time) is consistent 
it’s easier to fit in your role. When 
it starts changing around it might 
throw you out of sync. But we leave 
it up to Coach. Heaven knows he 
knows a lot more about basketball 
and our abilities than we do.” 


NO RESPECT — After BYU 
beat then-No. 9 Oklahoma and 
then-No.382 Memphis St. in the 
Maui Invitational in December, 
several Cougars, including head 
coach Roger Reid, vented frustra- 
tion about not getting the kind of 
national attention they deserve. 

After Maui, BYU found itself 
ranked in both the Associated 


in 1990-91, missing the Penguins’ 
first 50 games after back surgery 
before returning to lead Pittsburgh 
to the first of its consecutive 
Stanley Cup championships.

But one player told me after 
the game that he felt Edwards 
asked too much of the players in 
Hawaii — that they be self-respon- 
sible. 

“Coach Edwards treats us like 
men,” the player said. “He trusts 
everyone to act responsibly in 
preparing for the game. Some guys 
don’t. ’'m not sure it’s the best poli- 
cy for the program.” 
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OFFENSIVE OFFICIALS — 
After suffering through the atro- 
cious display of “refereeing” in 
Saturday’s BYU-Utah game, it 
must be apparent to BYU fans that 
a deterioration in the quality of 
officiating is taking place. 

It isn’t that one team is favored. 
No one can infer that the officiating 
is in some way biased. No, it’s just 
plain bad. 

At the Maui Invitational in 
December, media and fans from 
across the country continuously 
told me how poor they thought the 
officiating had been, regardless of 
which of the eight teams was on 
the floor. 

What is fascinating about the 
whole situation is how little 
accountability officials have. If 
Gary Trost misses his final six free 
throws against Weber State, two 
with 1:06 left in regulation and 
three in overtime, he is castigated 
by fans and must face the media to 
discuss his failure. 

Trost makes no money for play- 
ing, he is an amateur, a student. 
He is 23, hardly a kid, but nonethe- 
less not a professional. Why must 
he and other collegiate athletes, 
some of them just 17 or 18 years 
old, be subjected to such scrutiny 
while referees, grown men earning 
a paycheck in a public profession, 
are let off without even a query 
from the media? 

Officials do not undergo any 
meaningful check of their compe- 
tency, only those undertaken in 
secret by their conference. While 
they do endure boos during games, 
it is nothing that players do not 
also experience. But these ama- 
teurs must submit to discussions of
